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THE BritisH NUMISMATIC SOCIETY was founded in 1903. It consists 
of 21 Royal Members and 255 other Members. This number includes 
62 Public Libraries, University Libraries, and Literary Societies 
both at Home and Abroad. The first volume of the Society’s Journal 
was issued in 1905, and the seventeenth volume in September, 
1927. Volume XVIII was distributed to Members in April, 1929. 
The eighteen volumes comprise 7,743 pages of printed matter. 
They contain 260 papers contributed by Members of the Society. 
These papers, for the greater part, were read by the authors at the 
monthly meetings in Bloomsbury. The volumes of the Journal are 
too costly to be issued yearly. They are crown quarto in size, are 
bound in red buckram, with gilt top, and in type and quality of 
paper they are identical with this Appeal. They are liberally illus- 
trated with full-page plates, and the letterpress is enriched with 
numerous and appropriate photographic reproductions of coins, 
tokens, portraits, and medals. The full-page plates of coins are 
prepared by the collotype process, and in all possible cases they are 
clear and beautiful. Three plates from Volume XVII are reproduced 
and issued herewith : One of Plantagenet Coins, the second of Notting- 
hamshire Tokens and Medals, and the third of Badges of the Most

Excellent Order of the British Empire. The articles and reports 
are copiously and scrupulously indexed. The Index, which in 
Volume XVII runs to 56 pages, of two columns each, is most helpful 
and time-saving to all engaged in research. The Lists of Papers and 
Illustrations in the current volume are reproduced in the following 
pages in order that the width of the Society’s outlook upon 
Numismatic science and research may be gauged. 

This Appeal for support and for New Members is being issued to 
learned Societies, to scholars, and to other literary persons who are 
interested in Numismatics and who are willing and able to realize 
and appreciate the good work that the British Numismatic Society 
has helped to carry forward for over a quarter of a century.
